Gang of Desperadoes 
At Fruita, Fla.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Jan. 9.— 
The notorious Ashley-Mobley gang of 
bank robbers and desperados, which 
has made the Florida everglades its 
rendezvous for years, was wiped out 
this morning by Palm Beach county 
sheriffs and posse. 
Deputy Sheriff 
Fred Baker and five members of the 
gang were killed. 
The fight occurred near the gang’s 
camp at Fruita in the Everglades. 
The fight started at 2 o’clock this 
morning, the 
officers 
using a ma­ 
chine gun. 
Deputy Sheriff Baker was said to 
have been working for months to lo­ 
cate the gang and on several occa 
sions had seen one or two members 
but waited until lie had them all in 
camp. 
At 2 o’clock this morning he notifi­ 
ed the sheriffs office here that all the 
men w'ere in, and a posse started out 
in automobiles, well armed, taking 
along the machine gun to arrest the 
outlaws.

TAX REDUCTION PLAN

LOS ANGELES, Calif., Jan. 9.— 
\ igorous opposition to the admin­ 
istration tax reduction plan wh»ch 
he termed “a typical concession to 
privilege, sugar-coated

for the small taxpayer,” was voiced

Explaining to his radio audience 
that the democratic party favors ta . 
reduction but demands along with 
it, a “more even justice” in the dis­ 
tribution of tax burdens, Mr.* Mc­ 
Adoo 
assailed 
Secretary* 
Mellon’s 
pioposal to reduce the surtax on in­ 
comes above $100,000 to 25 percent. 
The reasoning behind such a pro­ 
posal, he said, was “not only fal­ 
lacious, 
but 
unsupported 
by 
the 
facts.” 
“If capital Is being driven to the 
refuge of tax exempt securities, be­ 
cause of high surtaxes, thus de­ 
priving industry of the sinews of 
wealth, tlu n how,” he asked his 
hearers, could the federal reserve 
board report “unparalleled industry* 
and trade activity in the nation? 
Obviously, he argued, capital has 
not fled productive and taxable en­ 
terprises to any disastrous extent. 
"The 
real 
truth,” 
Mr. 
McAdoo 
declared “is that the great source 
of 
capital 
for 
industrial 
activity 
and enterprise in America conies 
fiom the industry and saving of 
the great 
army 
of honest, 
hard 
working 
and 
enterprising 
people 
whose annual savings represent the 
greater part of the annual wealth 
produced by the nation and that 
if the income taxes on this great 
army are reduced to the minimum 
and they are given the greater re­ 
wards and the larger opportunity to 
which they are entitled under demo­ 
cratic government, capital for legiti­ 
mate enterprises and for the in­ 
creased activities of 
the 
nation 
would be supplied in larger meas­ 
ure than can possibly come from a 
reduction in the surtaxes of the big 
incomes of the wealthy.”
